QUOTE: THE KOREAN PROBLEM IS A CAUSE OF GREAT CONCERN. 

MY DELEGATION HAS NEVER CEASED TO ASSERT FROM THIS ROSTRUM THAT 
OUR ORGANIZATION MUST DEAL EFFECTIVELY WITH THAT PROBLEM. AFTER 
THE WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS FROM THE ENTIRE TERRITORY OF 
KOREA, THE PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION OF THE COUNTRY, WITHOUT 
FOREIGN INTERFERENCE, IS A MATTER FOR THE KOREAN PEOPLE 
ALONE. IT IS FOR THEM, IN THE FULL EXERCISE OF THEIR SOVEREIGNTY 
AND INDEPENDENCE, TO BRING ABOUT DEMACRATICALLY THE REUNIFICATION 
OF THE COUNTRY AND TO ENSURE ITS FUTURE. THAT IS 

WHY OUR ORGANIZATION SHOULD BEWARE OF SANCTIONING ANY ACCEPTANCE 
OF A SEPARATION BETWEEN THE KOREAN PEOPLES. RATHER IT SHOULD 
FACILITATE RENEWE CONTRACTS BETWEEN NORTH AND SOUTH KOREA 
WITH A VIEW TO REACHING AN EQUITABLE SOLUTION TO THIS MOST 
IMPORTANT PROBLEM. END QUOTE. 
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
